REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The office 
has decided that the claims are in condition for allowance because although the 
references of record show some similar features of applicant's claimed device, they fail 
to show or make obvious the claimed invention wherein the claims are drawn to an 
electromagnetic lock comprising a body, a linearly movable retractable sliding bolt, an 
electromagnet core arranged in the body, and a movable plate arranged in the body and 
being structured and arranged to contact and support the retractable sliding bolt and to 
function as an armature of an electromagnet, wherein the movable plate is movable via 
two forces acting in the same direction and is structured and arranged to move the 
retractable sliding bolt linearly to a protruding position. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
